Lithuanian Narrative Folksongs. By Jonas Balys. Published 
by Draugas Press, 2334 S, Oakley Ave., Chicago 8, III. 134 
pp. $3.50. 

Dr. Jonas Balys is one of the most distinguished and 
experienced researcher and collector of the Lithuanian 
folklore and song. This book (in English) is a scholarly 
compilation and classification of the Lithuanian folk song 
and told in narration. It is like reading short-short stories, 
covering diverse subjects: Youth, love, family, cruelty, 
death. mythology, hunting, plants, animals, etc. Very easy 
reading. A complete bibliography on this subject is in- 
cluded. 


CROSSES by Vincas Ramonas. Translated by Milton Stark. 
Published by Lithuanian Days, 9204 S. Broadway, Los 
Angeles 3, Calif., 330 pp. $4.00. 

Crosses is the first Lithuanian novel to be translated in 
English. Mr. Milton Stark, a lad from Santa Monica, did an 
excellent job. 

Crosses is a story that was lived by thousands of men 
and women in the period beginning about 1940 in Europe, 
when two tyrants, the Nazis and Bolsheviks, conspired 
to destroy and absorb the territory and people lying be- 
ween them. It is a stirring book of political conflicts and 
human passions, of tender love, of ruthless attack on re- 
ligion, of pious devotion and villainous confession, and 
folk lore, as told by the master of Lithuanian letters, Vin- 
cas Ramonas, 
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Madeline Sericevich of Chicago in one of the many types 
of costumes in South Serbia. This costume is 200 years old. 
Because of the great amount of handicraft involved in 
making of costumes they are handed down from generation 
to generation. The dress and shirt are of heavy linen. The 
entire chest part of the shirt is heavily embroidered as is 
the hem part of the dress. The apron is also hand loomed. 
At the shirt junction she wears a fancily woven belt (pasus). 
The sleeves of the shirt reach about midway between the 
elbow and hand and two thirds of the sleeve is heavily 
embroidered. Her jacket, or, coat, is sleeveless, three 
quarter length and of coarse linen, slit on the sides and 
cut so that the bottom bells out. The front and edges are 
embroidered and trimmed with a fuzzy braid as if imitat- 
ing fur. The torba (bag) which Madeline wears over her 
shoulder is a common sight in the streets. It is a fancy 
home woven shoping bag.

Death claimed the life of Vincas Krévé-Mickeviéius, 71, 
of an heart ailment. Vincas Krévé collected many Lithua- 
nian folk tales and wrote number of books. His “Dainavos 
Salies Senu Zmoniy Padavimai’ are gems of great beauty. 
He was Foreign Minister of Lithuania during the tragic 
invasion period of 1940 (June-August), and was ousted for 
protesting the Russian seizure of that unfortunate country. 
In 1944 he fled Lithuania and settled in the U.S.A. He 
taught Russian at the University of Penn. Death took place 
at Marple, Penna, on July 7th.
